The increased] 
price means that for the privilege of producing wealth on that land, labor and) 
capita] must pay 80 per cent more than a few years ago. Mr. Vanderlip ought 
to see that obstacles to production in that particular place hare Increased 80 
per cent, unless the land's potential productlrity has increased 80 per cent 
•within the came period. 
If the increase In price represents, as it does in 


no*t such cases, an Increase greater than the -increase in productlrity, then 
it shares ia responsibility for checking Industry and pushing upward the cost 
ef living. 


There has been a tendency to push land prices up to that extent for many 


'years. Farm land Talues alone more than doubled In price between 1900 and 
! 1119. while the population of the country Increased las* than 80 per Sent. 
Since 1910 the tendency upward bar continued. 
Naturally, it "has become 


' harder and harder for those wanting farms to buy or rent. The number of in- 
i dependent farmers owning their farms has decreased. Production has conse- 
quently failed to keep pace with increase of population, with the result that 
'living costs hare kept mounting. 


Not on the farms alone, but in cities and mining districts, the same pro- 


cess has gone on affecting production of other commodities as food production 
[has been affected. 
In addition, there has been an enormous increase in 


-taxation of labor and labor products. This has hampered and discouraged 
' Industry and enterprise. Instead of putting on land rallies the burden of in- 
i creased governmental expenses, and thus forcing unused land into use, legis- 
' lators hare carefully avoided such a policy and Increased the burden on labor. 


The remedy seems to be to correct the errors of legislators. The abolition 


, of taxes on labor and products and the taking for public use thru taxation of 
the rental ralue of land, aside from value of improvements, would bring about 


j Increased production at lower costs. Mr. Vanderlip, and those who share his
